Having completed an analysis of 
the returns for Democratic nom- 
inations in the Aug. 4 primary, in 
which astonishing uniformity and 
mathematical harmony were found 
throughout 30 precincts, and in 56 
precincts for the Circuit Court race 
and scattered precincts for other 
offices, the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day examined the Republican re- 
turns, where 24 precincts showing 
striking uniformity were encoun- 
tered. 

Seventeen of the precincts in the 
Republican list, also are among 
those previously covered in the 
Democratic list. Among them were 
precincts where favored candidates 
received all the votes, all in the 
same number, and the other can- 
didates none. 

The precincts analyzed herewith 
in the Republican returns are in 
four river wards and four North 
Side wards. A table of their votes 
is printed elsewhere in this edi- 
tion. 

In addition to instances of all- 
to-nothing divisions of the vote, 
there were cases of apportionment 
among various candidates for a 
given office, with the total vote for 
the office the same as that for oth- 
er offices in the precinct, including 
those having no contest. Some- 
times, notably in the case of the 
10 candidates for six nominations 
for Circuit Judgeships and occa- 
sionally in the field of seven can- 
didates for Coroner, this mathe- 
matical precision did not prove 
true. 

Ordinary Variations in Vote. 

As was pointed out in the 
Post-Dispatch Friday, ordinarily 
there is some irregularity in the 
total vote on various offices within 
a@ precinct, and unopposed can- 
didates frequently obtain more 
votes than the aggregate for those 
in a contest. The larger the num- 
ber of candidates in a given con- 
test, the greater the variation, gen- 
erally. 
| For the entire city—to illustrate 
‘this point—the highest Republican 
_vote was 77,913, cast for Conway 
Elder, unopposed for a place on the 
| Supreme Court, while the vote in 
the contest for Governor was about 
1600 less and in other contests still 
less. Similarly, the highest Demo- 
cratic vote in the city was 143,120 
for State Auditor Forrest Smith, 
unopposed for renomination, while 
the vote in the contest for Governor 
was 137,012 and in other contests 
around 133,000. 

Wards having precincts in to- 
day’s analysis are the Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first and Twen- 
ty-second. 

Five of the 24 precincts listed 
reported perfect scores; their vot- 
ing citizens had no differences of 
opinion—unless it could be called a 
difference when they felt that in 
some contests their suffrage should 
be granted on a basis, say of 225 
to 0, while in other contests the 
leading candidates did not seem so 
meritorious to these people and 
were allowed only a 193 to 32 split. 


“Goose Eggs” Plentiful. 


This example was taken from the 
twelfth precinct of the Fifth Ward, 
where both forms of allocation of 
the popular will were adopted. 
instances of three candidates in a 
contest the figures ran either 225- 
0-0 or 193-32-0. Where there were 
seven men running for Coroner, 
five received the familiar “goose 
egg,” or 0, and the race was 193-32 
for the others. For Circuit Judges, 
four aspirants got 225 each, three 
received votes aggregating twice 
225 and three drew 0. 

In the Democratic races, the vote 
for all offices in this precinct 
amounted to 146 each. Henry Fin- 
kelstein was elected Republican 
committeem: n for the ward, in the 
primary, succ-eding Fred Weiss- 
mann. The ward is the stronghold 
of State Senator Mike Kinney, Dem- 
ocratic committeeman, who, as has 
been told, carried 3656 to 6 for 
renomination to the Senate.

WEST MIDDLESEX, Pa., Aug. 
22.—Speaking from his village 
birthplace, Gov. Alf M. Landon to- 
day told an outdoor chrong, esti- 
mated at more than 100,000, that 
the voters’ choice in the 1926 cam- 
paign was between “the pig in the 
poke policies” of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration and “our heritage of 
freedom and opportunity.” 

Applauded as he said the “Amer- 
ican way of life is being threat- 
ened,” the Republican nominee 
pledged himself “so far as it lies 
within my power to protect for 
America our heritage of freedom 
and opportunity.” 

“Let us not abandon our de- 
termination to win security and 
abundance without sacrificing any 
of our precious heritage of free- 
dom,” Landon said, adding: “The 


‘frontier of new wants points the 


way to a better standard of living 
in this country.” 

Bareheaded, in a blue summer 
suit, Landon stood on a flag and 
sunflower decked platform on the 
Tam O’Shanter golf- course to de- 
liver the first major Eastern ad- 
dress of his campaign. 


Estimate on Size of Crowd. 


M. Harvey Taylor, chairman of 
the Pennsylvania State Republic- 
an Committee, announced later that 
State Police had counted 25,000 au- 
tomobiles at the rally and that 
they estimated 110,000 had heard 
Landon speak. The erowd was 
drawn chiefly from the Mahoning 
Valley industrial area of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and West Virginia. 

Gov. Landon was driven the mile 
and a half to the golf course in an 
open car. During much of the time 
he stood and waved his hat to the 
crowd. In West Middlesex, before 
the party reached the open road, 
there were a few “boos” and “hur- 
rahs for Roosevelt.” : 

Former Gov. Gifford Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania, Senator James 
Davis and. former Senator David 
Reed rode in the same car to the 
rally. 
“American Way of Life.” 

With few gestures beyond a nod 
of the head, Landon stressed that 
“Periods of depression are favor- 
able for reviving ancient and dis- 
credited systems of society and 
government and presenting them as 
the sure way of gaining Utopia.” 

“Wool gathering,” grown out of 
the depression, he continued, in 
a speech entitled “The American 
Way of Life,” had shaken confi- 
dence. This “doubt and distrust,” 
he continued, “is fostered by un- 
stable men to whom it is always 
dangerous to give political power.” 

“Some are trying to supplant our 
institutions by others from abroad,” 
he said. “Now in many parts of the 
world democracy is in retreat and 
dictatorships are advancing.” 

To “timid souls.” who fear that 
the temporary setback is to be 
permanent, Landon said “there is 
nothing to justify any such con- 
clusion,” 

“The remedy offered is that the 
Federal Government shall restrict 
production, dole out jobs and parcel 
out business opportunities,” the 
Governor said. “This argument, in- 
stead of being progressive, is 40 
years behind the times.” 

Discovery of a “new frontier” of 
inventions in the 1890's, he said, 
opened the way to building a 
“greater America.” He added, rais- 
ing his voice: “All this was achieved 
without undermining any American 
institutions. It was achieved by 
continuing to encourage free enter- 
prise. 

Freedom of Enterprise. 

“Freedom of enterprise does not 
mean that the Government shall do 
nothing. Government must always 
be on the alert to repress violence 
and fraud, to terminate special 
privilege and unfair practices, to 
protect the everyday American in 
carrying on projects that are be- 
yond the scope of private enter- 


prise. . . This freedom of enter-

ISLE OF ELBA, Aug. 22.—Pre- 
mier Mussolini visited the shrine 
of Napoleon today and then ordered 
new memorials to his acknowledged 
hero. He flew here from Rome and

MOSCOW, Aug. 22.—Sixteen de- 
fendants facing death before a fir- | 
ing squad heard their lives de 
manded tonight as the Russian 
Government closed its case against 
them for plotting its overthrow.

As the trial came to its climax, 
Maikil Tomsky, one of the officials 
implicated in the conspiracy testi- 
mony, died suddenly in his home 
near Moscow.

Expects! No Mercy.

SPANISH APOLOGY 
FOR “AFFRONTS 10 
GERMANY LIKELY 


Promise of Speedy Settle- 
ment Expected to Add 


Germany to Policy of 
Neutrality. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
MADRID, Aug. 22.—The Spanish 


Government, through Minister of 
State Augusto Barcia, tonight prom- 
ised speedy, pacific settlement of 
the “Kamerun incident,” stumbling 
block to Nazi Germany’s entrance 
into a united European neutrality 
policy in the Spanish civil war. 

The reported search of the Ger- 
man vessel Kamerun by the crew 
of a Spanish Government warship 
evoked two official protests from 
the Nazi Government and prompted 
the commander of seven German 
warships driving toward Spain to 
radio the Madrid Government he 
would “meet force with force” if 
thefe were a repetition of incidents 
similar to the Kamerun affair. 

“This annoying incident,” Barcia 
said tonight, would be cleared up 
quickly: (as France and England 
have asked). The Spanish Govern- 
ment, Barcia said, was studying the 
German notes “with all the care 
required by the importance of their 
demands.” 

Demanded Apologies. 

The Government of Reichsfeuhr- 
er Adolf Hitler in the notes de- 
manded apologies for the Kamerun 
incident and reassurances from the 
Madrid Government that no sim- 
ilar affair would be permitted to 
occur in the future. 

Although there was nothing said 
officially in Madrid concerning the 
additional demand for the return of 
a sequestered German airplane, it 
was learned authoritatively in Lon- 
don that the British Government 
brought strong pressure to bear on 
Madrid to speed the amicable set- 
tlement of this additional Nazi de- 
mand.

member of the board. The Gover-

He declined to state what other. 
information he asked the board to 
provide.. Clerks at the board's of- 
fice, however, have been busy with 
city directories for 1932 and subse- 
quent years in an effort to deter- 
mine how many of those who could 
not be found at the addresses from 
which they registered had ever 
lived there 

Gov. Park said he expected to 
have the rest of the information 
requested by Monday.

| “Wider frontiers await explora- 
tion in America today than at any 
i'previous time, and the pioneer to- 
‘day has a million and one new 
worlds to conquer,’ Harry J. Kiing- 
ler, president and general manager

The saying, “as Maine goes, 
dates back to the campaign of 1840 
between President Martin Van Bu- 
ren, Democrat, and William Henry 
Harrison, Whig. The previous Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial majority of 
6000 in Maine was overturned in 
September to elect the Whig nom- 
inee for Governor by less than 100

Archives of Music Established. 


Another activity of the univer- 
sity which has been fruitfully de- 
veloped during this last half-year is 
the formation of archives of Orien- 
tal music.

Dr. Lach- 
man, who was one of the directors 
in Germany of archives wherein the 
spoken and musical documents of

When Frank Eschen and Dave 
Ward, KSD announcers flashed 
word from the mine Friday that 
stretchers had been sent down the 
shaft, KSD prepared to go »n the 
air with their story from 2.15 to 
cieared to put it on the national 
WEAF network 

As the story unfolded its deta:'s 
and it developed that two men. a 
least, were being brought up 4ilve, 
the 15-minute period set aside on 
the network was about to end and 
it appeared that the WEAF chain 
would have to switch to a previous 
ly scheduled commercial program 

But half a minute before 2:30 
word came from network headqua 
tesr that the commercial progra a 
had been canceled and that the 
broadcast should continue So the 
entire country was kept informed 
of the dramatic. final details of the 
rescue as they occurred 

Eeschen and Ward and Engineer 
Frank Castanie left Si. Louis at 1:30 
Wednesday afternoon for Mabe: s 
taking microphones, wire and porta- 
bie amplifiers 

‘y 6 oclock that evening they 
had two mictophones and ampii- 
fiers set up at the mine shaft, and 
Castanie and employes of the Southe 
western Bell Telephone Co. had laid 

1000 feet of telephone wire from the 
amplifiers to a telephone’ circuit 
along the highway to the Moberiy 
telephone central 

KSD's . microphones, fitted with 
cables so that they could be car- 
ried to any point on the platform 
at the head of the mine shaft, 
and the associated amplifiers were 
erected on a pile of refuse about 
20) feet from the shaft 

As soon as definite nformation 
as to the progress of the rescue 
work and the prospects of reaching 
the imprisoned men could be Lvd- 
tained Eschen and Ward tele. 
phoned to the KSD studios and 
from then on the station put their 
stories on the air at intervals until 
2 o'clock Friday morning At @ 
a. m. Friday their broadcasts were 
resumed. When it appeared cer- 
tain that the rescuers would break 
through to the imprisoned men that 
afternoon, arrangements were made 
for the network broadcast 

At 1:45 p. m. Friday Eischen sent 
word to KSD that stretchers wére 
being sent down the shaft, and at 
2:15 they began their story of the 
final stages of the rescue, include 
ing a statement from Coroner J, 
W. Maddox of Randolph County 
of the breaking through to the ime 
prisoned. men and the finding of 
two of them alive and the other 
two dead, and then described the 
bringing up of J. W. McCann, oné 
of the survivors, and the body of 
George T. Dameron, the Negro 
mule drive:

food. The menus were given. Would you please print as much of 
this as you can? BUDGET-SEEKER. 
I think you must have seen it in an out-of-town paper, 
as I did. Here are the three meals a day for the Japanese 


laborer, which would hardly serve for an American laborer 
indefinitely, I think: The cost is eight cents a day or 20 sen. 
These menus have, however, been prepared through scien- 
tific research by the Imperial Government Institute for 
Nutrition. They have been used successfully in cases of 
malnutrition, 

For breakfast: One cup of rice, an assortment of carrots, 
burdock, potato, bean curd, dried fish powder, seaweed and 
pickled radish, which combined make a total of 162 calories. 

For lunch: Rice, and an assortment of mackerel, bean 
paste, carrots, sesame oil, spinach, pickled radish — 162 
calories. 

For dinner: Rice, fried bean curd, fish paste, onion, 
pickled radish——total 299 calories.

Mushroom and Lobster Canape. 


Peel eight large or 16 medium- 
sized mushrooms and remove 
stems. Saute in butter for about 
10 minutes. In a sauce pan place 
three level tablespoons of butter 
and when melted add four level ta- 
blespoons of flour; when bubbling 
add one teaspoon of salt, one-half 
teaspoon of pepper, one cup of 
chicken or fish stock and one cup 
of milk; stir and cook until boiling, 
then let cook slowly for five min- 
utes. Add the pounded coral of 
one lobster. Chop sufficient cooked 
lobster meat to fill one and a half 
cups and bind with enough sauce 
to hold the mixture together. Pour 
on a little of the sauce over rounds 
of toast and place mushroom caps 
filled with the lobster on top. Gar- 
nish wtih watercress. 


Breasts of Guinea Chicken with 
Ham. 


Prepare a fillet of Guinea chick- 
en for each person, leaving the 
large bone of the wing attached 
to each fillet.

Glycerine as 
Important Aid 
In the Kitchen 


It Helps Retain Freshness in 
Many Foods When sed 
Properly.

HAT glycerine plays an im- 
portant part in processing many 


commercial food products has 
long been known Now, for the 
first time, attual test kitchen work 
is in progress to transiate that 
knowledge into practical household 
recipes. * 

Freshness is one of the house- 
wife’s most important problems. 
Commercial food manufacturers 
make wide use of the moisture- 
absorbing qualities of glycerine in 
solving this problem in flavorings, 
syrups, confectionery processed 
cheese, to mention only a few 
English bakers have using it 
for years in cakes and breads. So 
we think it all to good that 
housewives should profit by such 
commercial experience and keep. a 
bottle of pure glycerine on the shelf 
along with other kitchen indispen- 
sibles. 

Here are some splendid new 
recipes just evolved, some of which 
use glycerine as an ingredient. 

—-0-0-— 

SUCH A RECIPE is the one for 
Scotch scones in which glycerine 
is used to keep the fresh 
for use later on. Sift two cups flour 
sifted once. Measure and sift to- 
gether flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, half teaspoon salt and one 
tablespoon sugar.

Turn out on  \lightly- 
floured board and knead quickly 
for a few seconds. Roll out lightlv 
to three-quarter-inch thickness and 
cut in small rings ot diamond 
shapes. Brush tops with egg white: 
sprinkle with sugar Bake in oven 
of 425 degrees F. for about 12 min- 
utes.

PAIN IS THE commonest and 
most mysterious symptom the body 
produces. I have several books on 
the subject but none of them ex- 
plains it. Doctors know the char- 
acteristics of many different kinds 
of pains and the diseases they are 
associated with, but the actual ulti- 
mate explanation of pain nobody 
knows. It is as inexplicable as 
sleep. 

Of course, it must be due to im- 
pulses going along nerves, but there 
are some curious paradoxes. We 
have all had stomach and bowel 
aches, but long ago Lennander, a 
Swedish surgeon, showed under lo- 
cal anesthesia that the intestines 
could be handled and cut and 
sewed without any pain whatever. 
They are completely insensitive to 
tactile impressions. What does 
cause pain in the intestines is 
spasm. All your stomach aches oc- 
cur when there is extra movement 
in the bowels. 

Nobody ever goes through life 
without some pain. Most of them 
mean nothing serious. Dr. Gibbs 
says about his pain last night that 
if he worried about it that would 
be serious. But the worst things 
that ever happen to us do not occur.

HE rebels (in Spain), led by Gen, Franco, 
T ciaim they are fighting for the tradi- 

tions of Spain and against Communism, 
while the Government claims it uphold- 
ing the social and political ideals of the Re- 
public. Five years ago, Spain overthrew the 
monarchy and has since been attempting to 
solve acute social problems by democratic 
means. Last February, the Liberal and Left 
parties won the majority in the elections, and 
they have governed the country through a 
so-called Popular Front. 

But this Government has been marked by 
growing disunity. The Socialists have re 
fused to participate in the Cabinet, which 
has been controlled by the Left Republicans, 
and the radical groups have been divided 
into warring factions; the Conservative So- 
cialists, led by Prieto; the extremists, led by 
Largo Caballero; and the Communists prop- 
er. In addition, thousands of workers who 
believe in revolution through general strikes 
have been organized in an anarchist move- 


is 


ment. 
* * * 
Largely as a result of these divisions, the 
Government headed by President Azana 


failed to cope with a series of strikes which 


almost disorganized economic life and to 
prevent a series of political murders com- 
mitted by both Socialists and Fascists. Dis- 


gusted by growing disorder and fearing that 
Communism was coming to dominate Spain, 
a strong group of army officers inaugurated 
its revolt on July 17. 

Since then, fighting has continued with un- 
abated fury and 35,000 people have been 
killed. The Government has armed the work- 
ers in a Marxist militia, which is fighting 
with reckless determination. Both sides are 
executing prisoners, and workers are burn- 
ing churches, banks, property and massa- 
cring property owners, priests and nuns. 
No one knows what the outcome of this re- 
volt will be, but it seems certain that,: what- 


ever the result, parliamentary institutions 
and democratic liberties are doomed. In 
Spain, the contest is reducing itself to a 


struggle between two extreme forms of dicta- 
torship: Fascism vs. Communism,

Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy hope that 
the Spanish rebels will win. The creation 
of a Fascist state in Spain would be a blow 
to democracy throughout the whole of Eu- 
rope. ; 

While Spain constitutes an immediate dan- 
ger point, the fundamental problem of Eu- 
rope today is Germany. In their desire for 
security, the German people have acquiesced 
in the loss of economic and political freedom 
and have accepted a regimented dictatorship 
As in the case of Spain, the revolution 
Germany is not only of internal but interna- 
tional importance. The suppression of par- 
liamentary institutions and individual rights 
has come as a shock to the outside world.

Europe's third great problem is Italy. All 
us know that, since the war, Italy has 
been governed by a Fascist dictatorship 
which, in certain respects, is similar to the 
regimentation in Germ -ny. Fascism preaches 
that pacifists are cowards and that war is 
noble. Such doctrines help to hide underly- 
ing economic difficulties. Like Germany, 
Italy suffers from lack of raw materials and 
foreign trade. After the Werld War, the 
League of Nations did nothing to bring about 
the redistribution of raw materials, and dur- 
ing the world depression the economic situa- 
tion of Italy grew steadily worse. The re- 
sult was that Mussolini finally went to war 
and conquered Ethiopia, despite the protests 
of people all over the world and the limited 
boycott imposed by the League of Nations. 
Mussolini’s success in Ethiopia has given 
the League a terrific blow and has injured 
the position of Great Britain. Some people 
fear that, following the example of Japan, 
Italy will use Ethiopia as a base for further 
conquests. 

Thus Europe today is confronted by two 
Powers which are being driven by internal 
forces down the dangerous road of foreign 
expansion. Disliking the capitalistic liberzl- 
ism of the past, disliking Communism even 
more, these states would like to see the ex- 
tension of Fascism everywhere. The sup- 
port which they have recently given to Gen. 
Franco in Spain may be the beginning of a 
crusade similar to that waged by the French 
Revolution throughout Europe after the bat- 
tle of Valmy in 1792.

Whether or not the Fascist states succeed 
in dominating Europe and Africa depends 
upon the resistance offered by the three op- 
posing Powers—France, Britain and Russia. 

Mussolini believes in settling the differ- 
ences of Europe through a pact of the six 
great Powers. A conference to discuss this 
question will be held this fall. But, if any 
conference is to succeed, the democratic, 
Fascist and Communist Powers in Europe 
must compromise differences that now 
seem irreconcilable. The whole continent is 
threatened by fear of a new war. What is 
the meaning of these events to America” 

First, if this land is to escape the social 
ravages which have swept across European 
countries during the last 20 years, we must 
admit the existence of our social problems 
and determine to solve them in a spirit of 
compromise, democracy and _ intelligence 
rather than in a spirit of class struggle and 
arbitrary force.

OROTHY SHER- 
WOOD was sane. Two 
alienists had interviewed 
her, one after the other, 
in Goshen jail. They 
tapped her knees with 
little rubber hammers. 
They spoke to her, cold- 
ly gentle. They discussed 
her life, her problems. 
Dorothy Sherwood's problems were socio- 
logical—not medical. So they went away 
and made out their reports. If she had 
killed her baby son, she had done so ration- 
ally and deliberately, so far as they could 
tell. 

The trial was held in Newburgh, New 
York, Judge Jonathan Wilson presiding. 
Henry Hirschberg, District Attorney in 
Orange County, had already made public 
announcement of his views and plans. The 
coroner had said Mrs. Sherwood’s baby 
was well nourished. “Agencies of relief,” 
the D. A. pointed out, “stood ready to help 
her.” She had confessed her crime, had 
taken the baby's body to a police station 
herself, had surrendered voluntarily. Hirsch- 
berg wanted nothing less than the electric 
chair. The jury, he said, should use their 
heads, not their sentiments, in deciding that 
she was guilty. Whether Jimmy Sherwood 
should starve or be placed in an institution 
or killed mercifully was a choice that lay 
not with Dorothy Sherwood, but with so- 
ciety. Civilized society has decreed that in- 
fanticide is a dire crime meriting a dire pun- 
ishment... .

What was heart-wrenching and bitter in 
the Newburgh trial was not its unreason- 
ableness, but the fact that here reason 
moved in two hermetically separate planes, 
incommunicably. The lawyers, both District 
Attorney and defense attorney, reasoned in 
terms of theory. The Judge acted in terms 
of duty. Merciful society has decreed that 
infanticide is a crime against itself—grue- 
some, “inhuman” and without justification. 
Dorothy Sherwood, on the other hand, was 
acting in accordance with experience—her 
own experience. This is her history: 

She is 28. Her birthplace was an wun- 
painted shanty in East St. Louis. She was 
Dorothy Caskey. Her father, Thomas, was 
a foundry worker and an itinerant preacher. 
He had married three times and was to 
marry three times more. Dorothy's mother, 
Florence Sorgia, was a sickly creature who 
hadn't long to live. So Dorothy learned to 
do the housework when she was 7. Two 
years later, when her mother died, she was 
turned over to the wife of a school janitor. 
She was his helper. She cleaned and washed 
and swept and dusted, while Thomas Caskey 
went off and enlisted in the Medical Corps. 
Dorothy wrote to him in Austin, Texas, 
and told him about her misery. She had 
became a hopeless, drudging, pitiful little 
thing when he found her again and took 
her back to Austin with him. She had 
never learned to play. She didn't learn in 
the orphanage where Caskey had her 
placed, in Austin. There she was one of 
the older girls. She had innumerable duties. 
The place must have been understaffed, be- 
cause all Dorothy's time was spent taking 
care of the younger orphans. 


1 facut Thomas Caskey remarried, 
Dorothy was allowed to come and 
live with her stepmother. When the mar- 
riage broke up, she went back to the orphan- 
age. The 13 succeeding months were harder 
than the ones before. The pent-up hatred of 
orphanages that grew up in her was some- 
thing she could never erase from her mem- 
ory. 

What followed was no better. Thomas 
Caskey had gone to war with the Medical 
Corps. When he got back he married again 
and took Dorothy back to East St. Louis. 
When this marriage broke up, she was too 
old to go back to the orphanage. So when 
Caskey found work in the Salvation Army 
at Des Moines, Iowa, Dorothy was given 
a respite from housework in East St. Louis 
—more housework in Des Moines. She was 
put out with a Salvation Army family in 
Iowa and allowed to go to school and attend 
religious services when she wasn't working. 
Dorothy was 12 then. It wasn't until four 
years later that she ran away. She had 
known the drudgery of tending other 
people's houses for seven years by this 
time. The last place she had been sent was 
Milwaukee. When she ran away she got as 
far as Chicago. Not knowing anyone, not 
having a job or a friend, she had to return 
to the Salvation Army, and they returned 
her to Milwaukee. 

After six months she ran away. again. 

She was almost 17 by this time, a very 
pretty girl, with pensive black eyes, perfect 
lips and a slightly stubby nose. This time 
she managed to get along. She worked as 
a cash girl and wrapper in a St. Louis de- 
partment store. She took a job as waitress 
—$10 a week. But finally she was driven 
back to the Salvation Army. Five months 
in Hot Springs. Then a few weeks in Paris, 
Texas. A few weeks in Texarkana, Texas. 
Back to St. Louis, a waitress again. 

Dorothy's childhood came to an end in 
1925, when she was 17. That was when 
she landed a job in a chorus after answering

how, though she had never danced before, 
and when the show closed in Danville a 
few months later, she went to Chicago with 
a friend and landed another job, in bur- 
lesque. 

The burlesque show closed in New York 
the following year. That October she found 
a spot in another burlesque outfit in Scran- 
ton, Pennsylvania. It was there that she 
met Fred Sherwood, a stage electrician, 
whom she subsequently married. 

The wedding was performed on the 
stage of the Empire Theater when the show 
reached Chicago in April, 1927. It was a 
publicity stunt engineered by the manager 
of the theater, but it was advantageous, 
for the audience chipped in and bought 
the bride a complete set of baby things. 
These came in handy—and sooner than 
the Sherwoods wished or expected. 

For when the show closed, a few weeks 
later, and Dorothy learned that she was to 
have a baby, they were as destitute of sup- 
port as two sparrows. They decided to stop 
with Fred's mother, Mrs. Maud Sherwood, 
for a time, and came to live with her in New- 
burgh. She couldn't afford to have them. 
Then they went to live with Fred's grand- 
mother in Calicoon. That was fine for a 
while. She had a roomy house and a pen- 
sion. But two months later she died. 

The next season Fred was on the spot 
early. By September he landed a job in a 
show, “Bringing Up Father.’ Dorothy went 
along, but the show flopped and by De- 
cember they were back in Newburgh, re- 
luctantly. Another job in Schenectady 
folded almost immediately. Fred was un- 
employed when the baby, a girl whom they 
christened Dorothy May, was born on De- 
cember 28 in the elder Mrs. Sherwood's 
house. Dorothy left her baby three weeks 
later to seek work in New York. 

Those were comparatively good years. 
She landed in the Olympic Theater chorus 
and Fred became assistant electrician at 
Proctor’s, the big vaudeville house. But 
14 hours’ hoofing a day was too much for 
the young mother. She collapsed on the 
stage and lost her job. Back to Newburgh. 


HERE Fred managed to become a mo- 

tion picture operator at $55 a week 
and Dorothy, who had taken a job as wait- 
ress, retired to rest up. When old Mrs. 
Sherwood moved to the house in Calicoon, 
Dorothy allowed her to take the baby along; 
she scarcely knew the child as her own, Mrs. 
Sherwood had kept it so long. And then, 
in September, 1932, Dorothy found her- 
self pregnant again and in November Fred 
contracted what he took to be a severe case 
of rheumatism—crippling his arms, then his 
legs. He couldn't work steadily, but he 
managed to keep the job till May, when 
the baby boy was born. She was deliriously 
happy about its being a boy. Girls, she felt, 
were born with a curse on their heads. 

By this time Dorothy's love for her hus- 
band had practically gone. Sickness and 
lack of money are not helpful in marriage. 
And Fred lost his best job after the baby, 
Jimmy, was born; couldn't seem to hold on 
to the few he picked up afterwards, In 
June, 1934, they found out he had tuber- 
culosis. He went to Odell's Sanitarium in 
Newburgh and Dorothy went back to be- 
ing a waitress. She couldn't walk out now. 
And in the end it was Fred who walked 
out. In spite of all her sympathy and the 
attentions she could give him out of her 
$5-a-week, $%-in-tips, job, he died after a 
year. . 

Meanwhile even the $5-a-week job was 
taken from her. She had been living on 
practically nothing, herself. But she didn't 
know what to do for the baby. An asylum? 
Not after what she knew of asylums. A 
foster home? Her own experience in “good 
homes” had been unendurable. Somehow, 


her prospects, her child’s prospects, 
was too much for her.” 


she would keep him going. She sacrificed 
everything she could spare, everything not 
absolutely essential to keep life going. And 
Jimmy thrived. Even when she had to go 
on relief—not cash relief, but rent and 
food—she managed somehow to keep the 
baby healthy. Then: Dorothy landed another 
$S3-a-week job in March and the relief 
stopped. That was a month before Fred's 
death. She took Jimmy up to Calicoon to 
the funeral, then back to Newburgh and 
the job. It was a place called the Garden 
Restaurant. 

That was where Dorothy Sherwood met 
“Jesse B. Earle,” as he called himself. The 
man was a customer of the restaurant. He 
immediately took a fancy to the pretty 
waitress. Somehow Dorothy seemed to get 
prettier the more hardships she encountered. 
Her pale face became firm. It took on lines 
of character, without losing its beauty 
She was only 27 after all. Life was only 
beginning. That's what she liked to tell 
herself. 

Jesse Earle told her he was a “Federal 
man’ working out of New York and Wash- 
ington. He said he was separated from 
his wife. He said he was working on a case 
in Newburgh and the vicinity. He said he 
lived at the: Washington Hotel .. . 


OROTHY went out with him in June. 

three months after Fred's death. She 
was attracted to him. He seemed to be a 
well-to-do, intelligent man, experienced, sure 
of himself. She found herself in love again. 
especially because he seemed to love Jimmy, 
because he said he would set up a trust 
fund for Jimmy, see him through military 
school and college, give him a_ start 


in life. It seemed too incredibly good to 
be real. 
It wasn't. 


After Earle had won her affection and 
trust, he suggested that they go to Cali 
fornia together; he would get a divorce 
there. Then they could be married and end 
this secretive relationship that had sprung 
up between them. He could have himself 
transferred out there. It was all so simple 
So when the man told her to be ready to 
leave on the first of August, she agreed. 
She gave up her job two days before that, 
not sooner. But on August 1, Earle called 
her up and said he'd have to postpone leav- 
ing for a. few days. He had to break in a 
new man, he told her. They could leave 
on the 15th. 

The two weeks passed and there was 
no sign of Earle. She -had 
money and owed her landlady two weeks 
rent. Then a friend she met in the street 
happened to say he had seen Earle in town 
that day. She rushed home to do her hair, 
put roses in her cheeks, brighten her lips 
Earle didn't show up. 

It was only four days after the date he 
had set for their departure for California 
that Dorothy, prodded by her suspicious 
and unpaid landlady, made some methodical! 
inquiries about the man. It turned out that 
Jesse B. Earle wasn't really Jesse B. Earle 
at all. He wasn't a Federal man. He wasn't 
separated from his wife. He didn't work 
out of New York and Washington. He 
was just a cheap little rounder on the 
make; he had a wife and children; he’ had 
a house in Middletown, a few miles down 
the road. 

It wasn't so much the shock, the crash 
of her ambitions for Jimmy, her hopes for 
herself, the disilludionment, or the fact her 
landlady had given notice.

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LOS ANGELES. 
OMEWHERE within 
the sprawling con- 
fines of this big city 
lives a bewildered 
old woman.

Everyone knows about her estate, 
which stretches for 23 miles along 
the sandy, mountainous coastline of 
Los Angeles County, guarded by a 
emall private army. And everyone 
who has ever looked into a movie 
magazine probably knows about her 
colony at Malibu Beach. Yet the mis- 
tress of all this property, though her 
possessions are fabled, is as obscure 
and mysterious as the favorite wife 
of some powerful sultan in a forbid- 
den hinterland. 

Mrs. Rindge has consistently re- 
fused to sell any of her cherished 
property, even though she owes vari- 
ous people about $10,000,000. She 
would be bankrupt, in all likelihood, 
if anyone were able to serve the 
papers on her. Her immense wealth 
has vanished mysteriously, as a drop 
of alcohol might vanish on the lid of 
a hot stove. All her splendor has be- 
come drab. Today she is a lonely, 
harassed old woman, hiding away in 
a retreat known only to discreet at- 
torneys, who won't tell. 

There are 117 people holding leases 
at Malibu Beach. It is on them that 
attention fixes today. For with the 
exception of two dozen of them or so, 
they have terminable leases. Only a 
few took advantage of the agent's of- 
fer to sell them the property outright 
at $400 a front foot. Only 12 of them 
bought in when the price dropped re- 
cently to $225 a front foot. The rest 
can be evicted on 60 days’ notice, and 
the chances are that 85 or $0 of them 
will be evicted on September 30, in 
spite of the fact that the “cottages’’ 
they have built on their tiny lots are 
valued, some of them, as high as 
$50,000. Among those who are in 
danger of being thrown out are Joan 
and Constance Bennett, Edmund Lowe, 
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Warner Baxter, John Boles, B. P. 
Schulberg, David Butler and John 
Stahl. The terms on which they may 
be allowed to hold on to their leases 
may be dictated by a new trustee, T. 
R. Cadwalader, who was appointed by 
Judge Leon R. Yankwich to look out 
for the interests of creditors of the 
bankrupt Marblehead Land Company, 
formerly Mrs. Rindge’s chief holding 
and her mainstay. 

The foundation of the huge landed 
estate formerly administered by the 
Marblehead Land Company dates back 
to 1887, when Frederick H. Rindge 
bought up the ancient Malibu Ranch, 
formerly held under a grant from the 
King of Spain. Rindge was a young 
man, then, the heir of his father, Sam- 
uel Baker Rindge, a merchant in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. His bride was 
May Knight, the daughter of a Mich- 
igan lumberman. Their background 
and antecedents are forgotten now. 
Los Angeles has a short memory. But 
their youthful life is recorded in Fred- 
erick Rindge’s autobiographical ‘‘Hap- 
py Days in Southern California.’ 

Rindge must have been a strong 
and refreshing personality. His ideas 
were grandiose, to be sure, but what 
pioneer’s were not? He built himself 
a mansion in Santa Monica in 1891— 
a large 16-room house which today 
marks the terminus of Wilshire boule- 
vard, the great die-straight avenue 
extending directly into the heart of 
Los Angeles. 


E wanted to make his place at 
H Malibu something even finer. He 

seems to have envisaged a sort 
of private kingdom, with its own rail- 
roads, steamships, stores and houses. 
He went so far as to set up the steam- 
ship line-—the Rindge Navigation 
Company. And he began to build the 
railroad before he found that his title 
to the right-of-way wasn't clear, and 
had to give that up. In those days a 
private railroad would have been a 
great convenience, but Rindge’s real 
reason for building one was to fore- 
stall condemnation proceedings by 
the Western Railways. This cost 
Rindge $500,000. He seems to have 
been able to afford it. 

Rindge must have been as enter- 
prising as any business man in early 
Los Angeles. Besides the land com- 
pany and the navigation company he 
founded the Maclay Rancho Company, 
the Artesian Land Company, the Con- 
servative Life Ineurance Company 
(now the Pacific Mutual) and others. 
During his lifetime most of these pros- 
pered. 

But it was after his death that this 
story begins to take ite final shape; 
for the story has to do with the dis- 
solution of the huge estate Frederick 
Rindge had built up. It had taken 
less than 20 years to build the estate 
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into the immense pile 
it was at the time of 
Rindge’s death in 
1905. It took less than 
30 years to destroy it. 
The sole heirs were 
Mrs. Rindge and her 
three children — Sam- 
uel Knight, Frederick 
H. Jr., and Rhoda. 

| Mrs. Rindge was ob- 
viously a product of the decorous 
code. Her parents and her husband 
had taught her that a woman has 
no place in business and need know 
nothing about it. What few ideas 
she may have formed concerning the 
vast gilded forces at play on the 
Rialto were certainly more pictur- 
esque than useful. Having always 
been treated in her own family with 
the respect due a rare and valued 
ornament, she evidently expected the 
world in general to accord her the 
same chivalry. Her first resolution 
was never to sign her name to any- 
thing not absolutely essential, never, 
if possible, to sign anything at all. 
Her second was never to sell anything 
her husband had bought. She had 
such a heroic conception of his prac- 
tical judgment that she was simply 
incapable of believing that any invest- 
ment he ever made could have been 
wrong. And by the same criterion 
she seems to have believed that a good 
investment in 1890 must necessarily 
be an immeasurably better one in 
1920. Yet her resolutions in these 
cases were more than respect for 
Rindge’s judgment. She seems to have 
had also a hypersentimental distaste 
for change—particularly for chang- 
ing anything that had grown up dur- 
ing his lifetime. The Californian ver- 
sion of the theory of progress didn’t 
make sense to her. She wanted to 
leave the ranch exactly as it had been 
the day Frederick H. Rindge died; 
she couldn't understand why Los An- 
geles should want to improve on her 
late husband's works. It probably 


never/occurred to her that 
he would have been the 
last person to agree with 
this point of view. 
Another psychological element en- 
tered into Mrs. Rindge’s resolution. 
When her late husband had purchased 
the 18,000-acre tract at the unheard- 
of price of $10 an acre, he had been 
the laughing-stock of the settlement. 
Much of it was poor land—dry and 
mountainous. When the heirs of Don 
Jose Dartolone Tapia, the original 
holder of the Spanish grant, had sold 
it in 1848, they had gotten only $400 
for it. The purchaser, Leon Victor 
Prudhomme, had never had a chance 
to resell it. He had decimated his 
fortune so drastically by engaging in 
legal warfare with the United States 
Government, that the whole ranch was 
taken up in 1857 in settlement of a 
$1400 grocery bill. The grocer’s heirs 
had much to congratulate themselves 
on. The investment (if it could be 
called that) had jumped to $180,000 
in the 18 years they had been forced 
to hold it. Naturally people shook 
their heads when a callow young BDast- 
erner paid such a price for such a 
piece of land. They called it ‘‘Rindge's 
ridiculous purchase.”’ 


ATURALLY, then, Mrs. Rindge 
NY wantes to show the world how 

wise her husband had really 
been, wanted to push home the point 
and laugh in the face of the world 
that had jeered her husband. She for- 
got, apparently, that the jeerers were 
long since dead. 

Meanwhile 6000 head of cattle 
roamed the open range, herded by 
Mrs. Rindge’s cow hands. Irrigation 
came in and bean farming became 
profitable. Mrs. Rindge took in ten- 
ant farmers and held on. 

But her resolution never to sell was 
sorely tried when the State of Califor- 
nia decided to put through a coast 
highway. It would necessarily pass 
through Mrs. Rindge’s part of the 
shoreline and Mre. Rindge was deter- 
mined that it should not. That was 
in 1924; land values were booming. 
Mrs. Rindge was shocked at the 
thought of a superhighway slashing 
her ranch in two, separating the dry 
hills from the beach, devastating her 
favorite grove of live oak. She decided 
to fight the threatened condemnation 
proceedings for all she was worth. 
When it became apparent that this 
wouldn't be successful, she determined 
to make the State pay through the 
nose for her property. She boosted 
the value to a fantastic figure. And 
the price she got was pretty high, but 
even so she tried to block the efforts 
of the State to take over by meeting 
the highway crews with a body of

armed guards to warn them off her 
land. Don Jose, the original settler, 
had often had to drive off marauders 
in the same way, but the effect was 
a little incongruous in 1924. 

Nevertheless the road went through, 
and the result was worse than Mrs 
Rindge had feared. The route chosen 
not only destroyed her oak grove. It 
kept as close to the beach as possible. 
so that it would henceforth be impos- 
sible to realize Frederick Rindge’s 
dream of a beautiful Riviera with 
great estates stretching down to the 
waterfront and fertile acres behind 
Rindge himself had never expected to 
keep the ranch intact forever. He had 
dreamed of a time when transporta- 
tion facilities would be improved and 
it would be possible to build up a 
settlement of beautiful houses and 
broad acres on his property 


HE result of Mrs. Rindge’s exag- 
gerated notions of what the land 
should be worth was that the 
tax assessors took her at her own 
word. When the State had wanted 
to buy the land, it had suggested 
paying for it at the rate prevalent for 
hilly ranch land. Of course, Mrs 
Rindge pointed out that it was valu- 
able shore land and that her husband 
had bought it with that in mind. After 
the highway was put through, the 
assessors not only appraised the land 
in the terme Mrs. Rindge had; they 
said that now the place was immense 
ly improved. She would have to pay 
taxes based not only on the circum 
stance that her ranch had become 
valuable beach property, but also on 
the fact that she now owned ‘finest 
boulevard frontage."’ There wasn! 
much she could say.

HE city of Mar- 
seilles, being an in- 
ternational port of 
major consequence, 
picks up more than 
its share of the hu- 
man riff-raff of the 
world.

Wiidnaping, however, is a crime of 
jpcomparable rarity and unpopularity 
meg roughout France. Regicide is bad 
nowgh; the Marseilles police haven't 
yet lived down the fact that it was in 
their city that King Alexander of 
Jugoslavia met his death. They were 
more than a little touchy when a kid- 
baping—the second that has taken 
@ place in the entire country in the past 
Biwo years or more—occurred within 
their preciicts. 
Now that the criminals responsible 
for this affront to the police and the 
Biitizens of Marseilles have been ship- 
wpe off to serve 20-year sentences on 
Devil's Island, the story can be as- 
tembled, brought up to date and filed 
péway as a typical example of how the 
arseiliais react when they are ex- 
ted. They are as demonstrative and

In a 
cheap gray envelope the professor 
came upon the message that confuted 
his half-hearted optimism: 
“Don't worry about your child,’’ it 
read. ‘It will be returned to you safe

Take care not to 
notify the police 
and particularly 
the press, or 
your child will 
be in great 
danger. If you 
agree to turn 
over the sum 
named, arrange

ter, sugared milk, mashed potatoes. 

The Saturday edition of Petit Mar- 
seillais contained the advertisement 
that had been requested in the kid- 
napers’ message. There was no re- 
sponse to it. 

He was disgusted with the slow 
methodical process the police had 
adopted and decided to appeal directly 
to the criminals. On Saturday, three 
days after the baby’s disappearance, 
he offered the following letter to the 
papers: y 

“T hope you will pardon me for ask- 
ing you to publish this letter, but for 
Mme. Malmejac and me this is the 
only means of getting in touch with 
the people who, in a foolish moment 
of error, committed this wretched 
crime, the kidnaping of our little 
Claude. We cannot believe that these 
people are completely heartless. We 
ask them to take good care of our son 
and to bring him back to his parents 
unharmed. 

‘‘We stand prepared to pay a certain 
amount in as discreet a manner as 
could be desired. But we speak to the 
heart of that man or woman, asking 
them to understand us and please to 
shorten the terrific ordeal to which 
they are subjecting us.’ 


HIS letter, more than anything 
that had gone before, served to 
stir the indignation of the popu- 
lace. The police began to regard their 
situation as decidedly uncomfortable. 
It didn't make them any happier when 
Professor Malmejac complained to the 
newspaper men who foregathered at 
his aparament on Sunday that he 
thought the police had bungled the 
matter hopelessly, that they had done 
more harm than good in the case. 
Public indignation became even hotter 
when it leaked out that an almost ex- 
act replica of the kidnaping had been 
frustrated two weeks before only be- 
cause the perambulator in the case 
was too large to fit into a taxicab. 
Editorial writers pointed out how fool- 
ish it had been for the police to con- 
ceal this incident, which might have 
served as a public warning, then to 
give full publicity to the present case, 
which could only be injured by it. 

Meanwhile the police continued 
their painstaking check of every clue 
turned in to them, regardless of its 
apparent value. They received more 
than 300 letters. And that Sunday 
night they received a phone call that 
had more than the usual ring of real- 
ism in it; they decided to follow it up 
immediately. The message had been 
anonymous and cryptic: ‘Don't you 
think,’’ a muffled voice asked the desk 
sergeant, ‘‘Don’t you think it strange 
that at No. 10 Boulevard des Fau- 
vettes in the Beaumont section, a 
young man who is unemployed and 
has no visible means of support should 
buy 20 bananas every day, while his 
old mother hasn't gone out for severa! 
days?’ The phone call was traced to 
the Beaumont exchange, but its origin 
couldn't be determined. Two detec- 
tives were immediately sent out to fol- 
low up. 

They waited patiently outside the 
door of No. 10, were relieved, took 
time off for a nap, returned and 
waited some more.

He works hard all the 
time; he does not drink or emoke; he 
is ambidextrous, painting and working 
with both hands. He is a man of 
strong will and determination. 
Though he has removed thousands of 
objects from lungs and throats with 
amazing success, he is always inter- 
ested in new improvements for the 
bronchoscope. 

Once he removed a bullet from a 
Canadian soldier by putting a magnet 
on the bronchoscope; he encourages 
his pupils to be on the lookout for new

that cross the Atlantic in 52 hours 
and to the trans-Atlantic plane serv- 
ice that is expected, in the opinion of 
Charles Waseige, engineer who has 
just returned to France after several 
years in Japan as director of the na- 
tion’s research laboratories. Waseige, 
besides being a marine engineer, has 
developed the 1400-horsepower Far- 
man engine, invented a speed reducer 
for plane propellers, invented a com- 
presedr that will allow machines heav- 
ier than air to fly in the stratosphere, 
and invented brakes that are incorpor- 
ated in the majority of vehicles being 
built in Europe and other nations. 

He argues that the superstructure 
of present liners resists head winds 
and retards forward movement. 
Therefore, do away with superstruc- 
ture. Instead of floating high on the 
surface, he contends, the ship should 
have its horizontal axis a few yards 
below water level. Waselge asserts 
the buffeting of the waves, which 
tends to halt the ship’s headway, 
would be reduced and rolling and 
pitching also would be noticeably less- 
ened. Lighting would be artificial and 
ventilation would be carried out by 
means of vents guarded to keep waves 
out. Other tubes would supply air to 
the Diesel motors and carry off fumes. 
Two powerful propellers would drive 
the ship through the water. 

Monsieur Waseige’s proposal is sim- 
ply an improvement on that of the 
American inventor, Ross Winans, who, 
in 1858, launched a cigar-shaped ves- 
sel, 180 feet long and 16 feet in dia- 
meter, at Baltimore. 

The story of Winan and his ‘‘cigar’”’ 
ship is told in Stanley Rogers’ 
“Freak Ships,”’ just published in En- 
gland by the John Lane Company.

1864. The British ship, like 
her predecessors, was a taper- 
ing cylinder with neither keel 
nor cutwater. It did have a 
flat promenade deck 130 feet 
long. Screws, at either end, 
hit the water ijike flails, being 
only half immersed. But this 
ship, like the others, soon 
came to be regarded as a mere 
curiosity and was forgotten. 

The Anglo-Saxon ship 
builder, in Rogers’ opinion, 
is a cautious fellow compared to the 
Slav. Admiral Popov, in the eighties 
of the last century, was an enthusias- 
tic designer of odd ships and he made 


Winan’s ship, according to 
Rogers, was its system of 
propulsion by means of a 
ring of blades riveted within 
a flat, iron belt around the 
greatest diameter of the 
hull. The ring of propelling 
blades, set something after 
the manner of a blower fan, 
was made to revolve round 
the hull by an ingenious ar- 
rangement of gears driven 
by the engines. The ship 
was tested for two years, 
but the complicated machin- 
ery was never perfected to 
the extent that it would run 
long without a breakdown. 

Nevertheless, Winans then 
built one for the Russians at 
St. Petersburg in 1861. It 
was fitted with the conven- 
tional screw propeller in- 
stead of the rotating band. 
This one was slow, but so 
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good with at least one of his 
ideas. 

He conceived the idea of 
building a circular ship to 
reduce rolling to a 
minimum and so 
provide a steady gun plat- 
form. The circular lower 
hull, flat on the bottom, was 
strengthened by eight radial 
frames divided into 24 wa- 
ter - tight compartments. 
With a diameter of 121 feet 
and a draft of 13, the Ad- 
miral Popov displaced 3653 
tons. The six propellers 
driven by eight two-stage 
expansion engines gave 3066 
horsepower and a speed of 
eight knots. The main 
armament consisted of two 
12-inch guns mounted in the 
center of the ship. As they 
were fixed, it was necessary 
to swing the ship about un- 
til the guns were on the 
target. It proved successful 
in the Black Sea, but not on 
ocean trips.

The Livadia's trip from the Clyde to 
Brest was made in calm weather, the 
ship behaving beautifully and exceed- 
ing the contract speed of 14 knots. 
Continuing toward her destination in

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the Black Sea, the Livadia 
ran into a storm in the Bay 
of Biscay with waves 25 feet 
from trough to crest. She 
scarcely rolled at 
all but the flat bot- 
tom took every shock much 
as the flat of the hand thud- 
ding against a brick wall. 
When she put into Ferrol, 
the crew was exhausted and 
some of the water-tight com- 
partments were damaged. 
Once in the Black Sea, she 
served with considerable sat- 
isfaction to those aboard. In 
1926, after 46 years’ service, 
some of the time as a repair 
ship, she was broken up. 

Another man who didn’t 
like the rolling and pitching 
of ships was Sir Henry Bes- 
semer, English inventor 
whose process for steel 
making raised the annual 
production in England from 
50,000 tons to 1,600,000. In 
1868, during a crossing 
from Calais to Dover, he be- 
came so seasick that he had 
to be treated by a doctor 
when he reached Dover and 
even then did not recover 
fully for 24 hours. He 
promptly decided that if medical men 
could do nothing about mal de mer, 
scientists must. 

He set about designing a cabin sus- 
pended in such manner that no matter 
how the ship rolled the cabin would 
remain level. He ordered a small 
steamer built, incorporating the sus- 
pended cabin, then concluded it was 
too small and sold it in unfinished con- 
dition for $5000, a third of what it 
had cost. 

Bessemer then set about experi- 
menting with a full-sized working 
model of a suspended cabin on land. 
Back of his palatial home, he con- 
structed a 20-foot square structure 
with its equilibrating weight and 
mechanism in the pit beneath. A 
steam engine connected to a rocker 
gear made the cabin roll. By means

the company’s first—and only—ship 
was equipped with four paddle wheels 
This was to get the trip over with 
faster, Bessemer told his guests ag he 
received them on the 90-foot long 
swinging saloon. But Bessemer, pbrij. 
liant in other flelds, soon discovered 
he knew little about ships. He found 
that the aftermost paddle wheel op 
either side, traveling in water already 
moving at high speed, did no work at 
all. The ship also steered badly, ram. 
ming the pier at Calais and doing 
damage totaling $10,000. The water 
was so smooth on the maiden voyage 
that the swinging saloon received no 
test. The poor steering qualities and 
the huge coal consumption of the ship 
resulted in the ship being judged 
hopeless before the non-oscillating sa- 
loon ever was tested in a rough sea. 

The Connector, built in 1863, itn 
Rogers’ opinion, was the most extra- 
ordinary ship ever launched. Seen in 
calm water, she appeared to be just 
a three-masted ship with a funnel. In 
a slight sea, however, it would have 
been seen that the sheer of the deck 
was undulating in rhythm with the 
sea. And at times the Connector di- 
vided itself into three parts and be- 
came three vessels, each with mast 
and sail and able to navigate inde- 
pendently. 


HE JOINED SHIP COMPANY 
announced that the Connector 
“will be able to detach one of 
her sections at a port to discharge its 
cargo while the rest of the ship con- 
tinues the voyage to her final destina- 
tion. On the return journey, the sec- 
tion left behind can be joined up asa 
goods wagon can be attached to a 
train.

and a plaintiff was awarded a 
judgment of §172,832 against 
him. It is reported only $300 has 
been paid on this debt. 

The only really profitable ven- 
ture the widow has made since 
old Mr. Rindge’s death is Malibu 
Beach. Shortly after the coastal 
highway was opened a personable 
young man named Art Jones, who 
had been a friend of the family, 
came to Mrs. Rindge with a proj- 
ect for turning a strip of beach 
along the road into a colony for 
movie stars. He knew Mrs. 
Rindge’s prejudice against selling 
land, so he told her that with a 
sufficiently - intensive ballyhoo 
campaign it would be possible to 
rent the land in little lots. She 
was doubtful. Movie stars aren't 
her style. She is excessively strict 
and strait-laced; her husband 
built a Methodist church in Santa 
Monica; she didn’t want to have 
any scandals on her place. But 
Jones was persuasive. Why not, 
he suggested, include a clause in 


the leases providing that they 
could be terminated at any time 
with 60 days’ notice. Then if any- 
thing should happen, Mrs. Rindge 
would have the upper hand. 
With this proviso, Mrs. Rindge 
agreed. And for the first time in 
history, Malibu Ranch began to 
pay dividends. Art Jones was com- 
petent and energetic. He bally- 
hooed the development for all it 
was worth. He soon had the whole 
strip of beach built up with little 
cottages. And every new step was 
publicized. At every opportunity 
Jones had the studios send out 
photographers, and since the stu- 
dios want nothing more than an 
opportunity to send out press pho- 
tos, the place soon became widely 
known throughout the country. 
Jones took $250,000 out of the 
deal in commissione—prepaid. 
On the basis of this and quietly 
oblivious of the enormous tax 
bills that were piling up, Mrs. 
Rindge decided in 1929 to build 
herself a castie, a country house 
with 40 rooms, befitting her pros- 
perity. She is said to have spent 


$350,000 on the place. Twelve 
armed guards patrolled it. But 
the castle was never completed. 

And the tax bills continued to 
pile up. Holders of a $756,000 
deed of trust on the Santa Monica 
place tried to foreclose and were 
only forestalled by a mortgage 
moratorium bill that was enacted 
in the nick of time. 

Mrs. Rindge’s last hope of re- 
couping came when she leased oil 
rights to a tract of land her hus- 
band had purchased near Culver 
City to the Standard Oil Company. 
The company paid $63,700 just 


for the privilege of drilling a test - 


well; it looked as if they might 
strike oil. But further operations 
were blocked when Culver City 
ruled that they violated zoning 
restrictions and Mrs. Rindge was 
asked to return the $63,700 pay- 
ment. She couldn’t. The com- 
pany got an 882,000 judgment 
against her (costs and interest) 
and levied an attachment against 
900 acres of her ranch to protect 
its interests. 

It seems almost incredible on 


the face of it that a fortune as 
huge as this could have been dis- 
sipated in 30 years. The only 
explanation is that it was mis- 
managed and over-taxed. The 
maintenance of 18,000 acres of 
undeveloped farm land which is 
taxed as ‘“‘finest boulevard front- 
age’ required fluid capital. The 
investment simply didn’t produce 
in -proportion to its overhead. 
Hence, even if the land has in- 
creased tremendously in  ap- 
praised value, nothing can be real- 
ized to offset the concurrent in- 
crease in upkeep coste and taxes. 

To cap the climax, the Malibu 
ranch was swept by a fiendish 
brush fire last fall. Damages 
were estimated to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,600,000. 

So while trustees and receivers 
of the various Rindge companies 
each take their cut and are re- 
placed, while creditors hold their 
thumbs and resign themselves to 
the loss of millions, an uncompre- 
hending old lady—-73 years old, 
she is now—hides in a refuge too 
obscure to be found by anyone.

The engine, mounted on some- 
thing like a bogie truck, traveled 
like a squirrel in a _ revolving 
cage.

After General Ralph Abercrom- 
bie’s troops defeated the French 
in 1801 at the Battle of Alexan- 
dria they conceived the idea of 
taking one of the 200-ton obelisks 
that were 1500 years old in Cleo- 
patra’s time back to England as a 
trophy. The enthusiastic sol- 
diers raised 7000 pounds ($365,- 
000) for moving the 68-foot 
monument down to the sea and 
aboard a man-of-war, but the ef- 
fort failed because of inadequate 
preparation and lack of sufficient- 
ly powerful apparatus. The 
monolith lay nearly buried in the 
sand until 1877 when a commit- 
tee of Londoners interested in 
Egyptology made plans and acted. 

A cylindrical iron vessel, 93 
foot long and 15 feet in diameter, 
with vertical wedge-shaped ends, 
was made, divided into 10 sec- 
tions, and shipped to Alexandria. 
The frames and plating then were 
reassembled around the monolith. 
With the aid of hawsers, the cyl- 
inder and its cargo were rolled 
several hundred feet to the water. 
When the cylinder slid into the 
waters of the Nile it struck a sub- 
merged stone, sprang a leak and 
became wedged. Emergency re- 
pairs were effected just in time to 
save the obelisk from going to the 
bottom of the Nile. 

The cylinder then was towed 
nine miles to the dock yard where 
bilge keels, a foremast, a cabin, a 
bridge, a rudder and a spar deck 
were fitted. Deep-water critics, 
sea lawyers and shelibacks gath- 
ered about the Cleopatra, as the 
cylinder was named, and gave 
vent to all kinds of opinion and 
speculation. The consensus was 
that despite the deep bilge 
keels, the Cleopatra was a 
cranky thing and would roll over 
when the first beam sea hit her. 
If she got through the Mediter- 
ranean, she was sure to go down 
in the notorious Bay of Biscay. 

With the Cleopatra towing 
astern at the end of 130 fathoms 
of wire cable, the steamship Olga 
left Alexandria on September 21, 
1877. The Cleopatra's small, 
loose - footed mainsail and jib 
steadied her and helped the tow- 
ing veseel. On board the cylinder 
were Captain Henry Carter, a vet- 
eran seaman from the Peninsular 
and Orient Line, and seven Mal- 
tese sailors. It had been no easy 
manner to engage a crew since 
seamen are a superstitious lot and 
word had got about that the Cleo- 
patra had aboard some jewels 
with a curse on them, and mum- 
mies, which constituted “dead 
men’s bones’’ to seamen. 

On the second day, the Medi- 


terranean became decidedly boist- 
erous and the cylindrical Cleo- 
patra was rolling so badly that all 
aboard were extremely sea sick. 
The iron hull worked and groaned 
in the heavy seas. Carter went 
below with a candle to see if the 
cylinder was making water faster 
than normal leakage. He lost his 
candle and, being unfamiliar with 
the position of the manholes 
through the bulkheads, he was 
two hours finding his way out. 
When the Olga and the Cleo- 
patra were off Lisbon, Portugal, 
on October 14 they ran into a 
storm that laid both on their 
beam endg. The Cleopatra was 
swept by wave after wave and it 
was necessary to lash the helms- 
man to the wheel. She rolled 40 
degrees. One minute the tow line 
was slack and the next it jerked 
the Cleopatra around as she 
yawed in the trough of the seas. 
The cylindrical ship swung, rolled, 
bucked and plunged as the black 
sky was split by blinding flashes 
of lightning. Finally the ballast 
shifted and the cylindrical hull 
took longer and longer periods to 
recover from rolls. The ship's 
one lifeboat was launched only to 
be smashed by the rudder yoke. 


EANWHILE, the skipper 
M- the Olga, fearing for the 

safety of the men on the 
Cleopatra, sent six men in a life- 
boat to take them off. Just as the 
lifeboat drew near the Cleopatra, 
it capsized and the men on the cyl- 
inder stood helplessly as their 
would-be rescuers were swept 
away in the heavy seas. A second 
lifeboat succeeded in rescuing the 
Cleopatra’s crew. The Olga, aban- 
doning the Cleopatra, reached Fal- 
mouth three days later. 

Then, just as Londoners had 
resigned themselves to doing 
without the obelisk, word came 
from Lisbon that the masterless 
derelict had been found afloat in 
the Bay of Biscay and towed into 
Ferrol. It was not until January 
16, 1878, however, that Captain 
Carter and a tug left Ferrol with 
the Cleopatra in tow. After a 
rough passage, the Cleopatra 
reached the East India docks on 
January 21, 122 days out of Alex- 
andria, and in the following Sep- 
tember the obelisk was set up on 
the Thames embankment. The 
cylindrical ship went to the scrap 
heap.
